Those 
of you who have ordered a copy should get it by the end of July as the mailing labels 
are all prepared and the books will be sent straight from the printer. 

It turned out to be larger than we 
had anticipated. There are 868 pages per volume; a total of 1,736 pages. We told you 
in a previous letter that it would have over 15,000 titles, but when a final count was 
made, it came to over 30,000! 

Because we know you are anxious to see your ad:-,, we have made photocopies of the man¬ 
uscript pages and are enclosing them rather than waiting to send tear sheets. The 
page(s) your ad(s) appear on are enclosed.

Point out ary such errors immediately as we expect to go back 
to press shortly.
